Subject: — Applications for licences for import of goods as passengers’ baggage- 
levy of application fees. 

No. 31-ITC(PN)/59. —It has been decided that the following sentences appear¬ 
ing at tile end of para 9 of Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy Book 
for April-Septcmber, 1959 period should be deleted: — 

“Exemption from payment of fees has also been given in the case of private 
and personal baggage of passengers, where no payment of foreign 
exchange is involved but the clearance of which requires an import 
licence.” i 

2, Henceforward application fees will bo levied at the rates prescribed in the 
said para 9 of Section I of the I.T.C. Policy Book, on all applications for licences 
for import of goods as paasengers’ baggage. 

Subject:—I mport of goods by Sailing Vessels. 

No. 32-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention is invited to the provisions contained in Public 
Notice No. ] 12-ITC(PN)/58 dated the 27th December, 1958 whereby certain goods 
could be imported from the specified countries by sailing vessels without a licence 
provided the goods arrived at the Indian Ports upto the 31st March, T9 59. 

2. It has now been decided that the concession contained in Public Notice 
No. 47TTC(PN)/58 dated 29th May, 1958, will be extended upto the 30th June, 
1959, i.e., the goods which arrive at the Indian Ports upto the 30th June, 1959, 
wall be allowed clearance without a licence.
